Must Accept Them as Whole. 

The President said these three 
points had to be accepted. as a 
whole if the Communists expect 
to reach an armistice agreement 
with this weg. 

“The United States fully ap- 
proves and supports without quali- 
fication the proposal for reaching 
an armistice which Gen. Ridgway 
has offered to the Cammunist ag- 
gressors in Korea,” Truman said 
in a special statement issued to 
reporters at the White House. 

Truman reported that. after 
many trying months of negotia- 
tion, tentative agreement had 
been reached on all but three 
issues. 

‘It is now apparent that the 
three remaining issues can not be 
resolved separately,” he said. 
“The United Nations Command 
proposal offers a just and a real 
opportunity to resolve these three 
issues together and simultane- 
ously.” 

First Detailed Discussion. 

This was the first time Truman 
has spoken publicly in any detail 
on the armistice negotiations. He 
has taken the position recently 
that anything said in Washington 
might upset the armistice nego- 
tiations. 

Today, however, the President 
spoke out in strongly worded de- 
tail; particularly when referring 
to this country’s refusal to permit 
forced repatriation of prisoners. 
This, he said, would be “unthink- 
able.” 

“It would be repugnant to the 
fundamental moral and humani- 
tarian principles which underly 
our action in Korea,” he said. “Te 
return these prisoners of war in 
our hands by force would result 
in misery and bloodshed to the 
eternal dishonor of the United 
States and of the United Nations.”

FOUR BOYS PERISH

SAFFORD, Ariz.,.-May 7 (AP)—. 
The sandy banks of an excavation 
for a sewer line crashed down on 
seven boys yesterday, killing four 
and pinning the others temporar- 
ily under tons of earth.

However, O. A. Knight, presi- 
dent of the CIO Oil Workers In- 
ternational Union, largest in the 
coalition, said in Denver he regret- 
ted the WSB’s action at this time.

Florida’s farm vote gave Senator 
Richard B. Russell of Georgia a 
bitterly contested victory over 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee in this state’s presiden- 
tial preference primary yester- 
day. 

Late vote counts coming out of 
the rural counties near the Geor- 
gia-Alabama border county were 
more than Kefauver could match 
in the final stages of the count 
in their fight for southern sup- 


port in the Democratic presiden- 
tial campaign. 

It was a jolt for Kefauver who 
had not been beaten before in a 
presidential preference primary. 

The vote from 1563 of 1682 
precincts gave Russell 319,005 
Kefauver 265,445, a margin of 
more than 50,000 for Russell. *° 

How They Divided Vote. 

Russell had 52.8 per cent of the 
total vote cast in the presidential 
race to 43.9 per cent for Kefauver. 

Senater George Smathers of 
Florida had predicted a two-to-one 

for Russell in Florida’s 
first presidential preferential vote 
in 20 years. Russell had the sup- 
port of Smathers and Senator 
Spessard L. Holland of Florida, 
Gov. Fuller Warren, the entire 
Florida congressional delegation, 
and most of the state’s political 


leaders. 

But Kefauver waged his fa- 
miliar hand-shaking campaign 
across the state with his wife 
Nancy, his 81-year-old father, and 
his four children, to cut down the 
odds. 

The big issue between Kefau- 
ver and Russell was the Admin- 
istration’s proposed* fair employ- 
ment practices commission which 
caused a Dixie revolt in the 1948 
Democratic convention. 

FEPC Vital Issue. 

Both men declared their oppo- 
sition to a compulsory FEPC of- 
fered by President Truman as a 
way to curb job discrimination 
because of race, color or creed. 
Kefauver said he would accept 
such a plank in the Democratic 
platform while Russell said he 
was unalterably opposed to what 
he called a “compulsory jail-sen- 
tence FEPC.” 

Russell insisted, however, he 
would not bolt the Democratic 
national convention over the 
FEPC issue and that he would 
stay in the convention to fight 
against it to the end. 

Russell was out in front in 57 
of the state’s 67 counties and Ke- 
fauver led it nine. 


Kefauver received a flood of; 


votes in Dade (Miami), Pinellas 
(St. Petersburg), Volusia (Daytona 
Beach), and Monroe (Key West). 

There were no Democratic na- 
tional convention delegates in- 
volved in the Russell-Kefauver 
scrap. The party’s 24 delegates 
will be named in a second primary 
May 27 and both Kefauver and 
Russell are expected to return 
and wage another battle over dele- 
gates.

Acheson also roundly con- 
demned as false and “trumped 
up” Communist claims that two 
American flyers shot down in 
North Korea last January had 
voiced their support for the so- 
called Communist peace offensive. 

Acheson ‘said he had just read 
the alleged germ warfare ‘‘confes- 
sions” of the flyers which he said 
were “dictated By Communist 
propagandists.” 

“They cdéntain all the Com- 
munist cliches so alien to Amer- 
ican youths,” Acheson said. “We 
have no way of knowing, of course, 
whether the flyers signed the 
statements at all.”

range atomic attack.” 
“Unless effectively opposed and 
countered, this attack could neu- 
tralize our own ability to retaliate 
and at the same e could seri- 
ously cripple ce key centers 
of the industrial productivity upon 
which we depend for ultimate vic- 
tory in war,” the general said. 
The Air Force chief of staff 
joined other Pentagon top brass 
and civilian secretaries in protest- 
ing against House- approved 
slashes in defense spending dur- 
ing the next fiscal year, starting 
July 1. 

Vote to Limit Funds, ~ 
The House voted to limit actual 
military spending in the new fis- 
cal year to not more than 46 bil- 
lion dollars, some six billions un- 
der present plans. Most of this 
would apply to the billions Con- 
gress has voted for defense in the 
last two or three years. 
It also ordered a 414-billion-dol- 
lar slash in new funds sought. 
Vandenberg’s prepared testi- 
mony, to be delivered behind 
closed doors of a Senate Appropri- 
ations subcommittee considering 
new money bills for the Defense 
Department was handed to re- 
porters in advance.

There is no way of forecasting 
what will happen but it was 
pointed out that the opinion was 
unanimous among the _ three 
judges of the five-man court who 
heard the case and that legislation 
to clarify the Capehart aménd- | 
ment was introduced last year 
but failed of enactment. 


Effect of Ruling. 


The effect of the court ruling 
handed down Monday, is that 
wholesale and retail grocers may 
obtain higher price ceilings from 
OPS on such items as cereals, 
sirups, oils, canned and processed 
foods, noodles, flour, soups, con- 
densed milk and jellies. Unproc- 
cessed agriculture commodities 
are not affected. 

Under the Capehart amend- 
ment, which OPS maintained was 
available only to manufacturers 
and processors and not to whole- 
sales and retailers various in- 


creased costs during the period | 


from the outbreak of the Korean 
war to July 26, 1951, can be in- 
ciuded in the ceiling price com- 
putation. The OPS has been pro- 
ceeding up to now on the theory 
the so-called Herlong amendment 
was applicable to food prices. 

These costs may include adver- 
tising and promotion, material, in- 
direct and direct labor, selling, 
advertising, office and other pro- 
duction, distribution, transporta- 
tion and administrative costs. 

Found ‘Legislative Intent.’ 

OPS has taken the position that 
the language of the Capehart 
amendment to the price control 
act was not clear. It therefore 
made an effort to determine the 
“legislative intent” of the amend- 
ment. Conferences were held 
with persons who participated in 
the passage of the legislation and 
the majority held it was the in- 
tention of Congress that whole- | 
salers and retailers be excluded. 

Senator Homer E. Capehart 
(Rep.), Indiana, whose name the 
amendment carries, took this 
viewpoint. Capehart’s amend- 
ment, t6 the Defense Production 
Act of 1950 was enacted in July 
1951. 

OPS proceeded on the basis of 
legislative intent until challenged 
by Safeway Stores Inc., a firm 
which owns and operates 2000 
retail food stores in 22 states and 
the District of Columbia. After 
several months of negotiation 
with OPS, Safeway, a concern 
which has engaged in considerable 
price litigation with the Govern- 
ment, took its case last Dec. 21 to 
the Emergency Court, a body set 
up in 1942 to hear cases of this 
type. 

Text of Paragraph.

Disagreeing with the OPS con-

“The language (of the amend- 
ment) is perfectly clear and un- 
ambiguous. It applies, according 


to the express terms, to ceiling 
prices with respect to any mate- 
rial (other than an agricultural 
commodity). 
fined) by another section) an in- 
cluding ‘raw materials, articles, 
commodities, products, supplies, 
components, technical informa- 
tion and processes.’ This is the 
broadest kind of definition and 


plainly includes materials sold at 
wholesale or retail.” 

The court held that the specific 
exception for agricultural com- 
modities excluded the idea that 
there are other unexpressed ex- 
ceptions. 

Referring to the OPS conten- 
tion the legislative history 
showed the intent was that only 
manufacturers and _ processors 
were included, the court said: 

“We have examined this history 
and we think that it may fairly be 
said that a preponderance of the 
debate was to that effect, although 
there were some statements to 
the contrary. The primary evi- 
dence of the legislative intent is 
the language of the statute, how- 
ever. 


‘Language Governs.’ 


“It is that language which states 
the rule by which those who read 
it must govern their conduct. If 
that language is ambiguous or un- 
reasonable or absurd in its effect, 
they are, by virtue of that very 
fact, put on notice to look further 
for its construction. 

“But if the language is clear 
and unambiguous and its effect is 
not unreasonable, futile or absurd 
they are entitled to rely upon it 
and need not search the legisla- 
tive records for a limitation which 
the members May have had in 
mind but which they did not ex- 
press in their enactment. In that 
case there is no need for con- 
struction and no ambiguity to be 
resolved by a resort to legislative 
history. That is the situation here.

5000 in CIO local Vote to 
Cross Lines Set.Up by 
Newark Strikers. 


Anheuser-Busch employes were 
at work today after defying their 
international union officers yes- 
terday by voting to cross picket 
lines established at the brewery 
Monday by the international ex- 
écutive board. 


The action, by 5000 local brew- 
ery workers, caused a serious rift 
in the ranks of the international 
union and was followed by a 
threat by local officers to with- 
draw from the CIO. 

The picketing, by strikers from 
the new Anheuser-Busch brewery 
at Newark, N.J., was opposed by 
Robert F. Lewis, president of the 
St. Louis Brewery Workers’ Joint 
Council, composed of five local 
unions. As a result of the bitter 
inter-union dispute, Lewis today 
threatened to take his men out of 
the CIO and into “some other or- 
ganization.” 


Switched to CIO in 1947. 

St. Louis brewery workers were 
members of the rival AFL for 
many years until 1947 when they 
switched to the CIO after a juris- 
dictional dispute with the team- 
sters. A return to AFL ranks ap- 
pears possible. 

Following the overwhelming 
vote to cross the picket lines, 
taken at an overflow meeting at 
Gambrinus Hall, Karl F. Feller, 
international union president, 
withdrew the pickets with the ex- 
planation that “the position taken 
by the local leadership makes con- 
tinuation of the picketing impos- 
sible.” 

Feller, whose appearance was 
greeted with mixed cheers and 
boos, promised the local workers 
that the international executive 
board would be guided by their 
decision. He defende¢ the pick- 
and urged support 
of the Newark strike. 

Withdrawal of the pickets re- 
stored operations at Anheuser- 
Busch to full capacity. AFL ma- 
chinists, train crews of Manufac- 
turers Railway and some brewery 
workers had observed the picket 
lines yesterday, curtailing produc- 
tion. 

Local’s Chief Applauded. 

Lewis, in a speech that drew a 
wave of applause, charged inter- 
national union officers with “get- 
ting in a hole” by calling the 
strike at the Newark plant.

“No employe in the classified 
service shall be a member of any 
national, state or local committee 
of a political party, or an officer 
of a partisan political club, or a 
candidate for nomination or elec- | 
tion to any publie office, or shall 
take part in the management of 
any political party or of any par- 
tisan political campaign.”

He explained that one phase of 
continuous. growth programs is 
participation in activities of in- 
service education, which include 
extra cOllege study, travel, work 
experience, research,, community 
services, exchange “teaching, study 
under private instructors, mili- 
tary service, participation in 
workshops and supervising ex- 
tra-curricular activities. 

For participation in these ac- 
tivities, he said, teachers would 
be given points. It was recom- 
mended that teachers with a 
bachelor’s degree earn at least 18 
points ina three-year period and 
that teachers without a degree 
earn 72 points every three years. 

Philip J. Hickey; superintendent 
of instruction, described the pro- | 
posal as one of the most progres- 
sive ever presented to the St. 
Louis public school system. He 
said until the program has been 
tried for at least three years, no 
compulsion should be used to per- 
suade teachers to take part in the 
in-service activities. 

Hickey said the in-service pro- 
gram would cost about $9000 a 
year. Oscar A. Ehrhardt, chair- 
man of the Committee on In- 
struction, said that he was par- 
ticularly interested in determin- 
ing how expensive the program 
would. be. 

“Tf it cost $50,000 a year, it 
would be well worth that amount,” | 
Hickey $aid. Principal costs of the |

**There are a few misguided people who. want war to 


straighten out the present world situation,’’ the President 


said. 


*‘But fortunately these people are a very small even 


though vocal minority, and they have no power. 


“War is the most awful ap- 


proach to the present. problem 
that could possibly be made. 

“It is not war that is going 
to solve this thing, but morals 
and ideas, 

“I hope some day the simple 
creed of doing unto others as 
you would be done by will be 
the rule of the world. We must 
encourage that sort of thinking. 

“And we need ideas to re- 
build a world for peace, fresh 
ideas of co-operation to make 
the world more productive and 
a better place for men every- 
where to live. 


“We need ideas to combat 
those of the Communists. There 
is no such thing as communism 
in existence today, because it 
won’t work. There is no com- 
munism in Russia. It is totali- 
tarianism. Wherever you have 
thought control and complete 
subservience to a man or group 
of men ‘with no civilian checks 
on their powers, then you have 
totalitarianism, Totalitarianism 
crushes freedom.” 

* 
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HE President continued: 

“I should like even the hum- 

blest men in the remotest 
corners of the world, especially 
where people are now torn by 
hunger, and strife of revolution, 
and fanaticism and totalitarian- 
ism, to understand what we are 
trying to do. All we are trying 
to do is to encourage develop- 
ment of the earth’s resources for 
the benefit of men everywhere.” 

I asked the President, “What 
would you say to the people of 
Russia or China, if you had an 

opportunity to address them di- 
rectly?” 

The President said: “I have 
often wished and prayed for just 
such an opportunity. 

“The first thing I would say 
is that we have no desire nor 
are we trying to change the 
world to fit the pattern of our 
own country. People every- 
where express themselves and 
live their own lives in terms of 
their own background and cul- 
ture, and that is their God- 
given right, as long as they do 
not attempt to impose by force 
or intrigue their ideas on their 
neighbors. 

“We in America have waged 
many bitter struggles to preserve 
our freedom. 

“This freedom has enabled our 
masses of people to enjoy an ever 
improved standard of living, free 
from the kind of toil that still is 
breaking the backs of hundreds 
of millions of people. I would 
offer American experience, Amer- 
ican skill and American science to 
help lift the load from these peo- 
ple’s backs. Many people who 
still live in the feudal ages are 
being hoodwinked by devilish 
propaganda today into false para- 
dises. 

“I woyld say beware of totali- 
tarians who talk about democracy 
and peace. They have destroyed 
the real meaning of the words 
democracy and peace. They are 
world conspirators trying to sub- 
stitute collective fanaticism and 
servitude for individual freedom. 

“If I could speak to the Rus- 
sian people, I would have this 
especially and specifically to 
say to them: 

“Do NOT be misled by any- 
one to believe that you are in 
danger of being attacked by 
any nation west or east or south 
or north of your frontiers. 

“Do not let yourself he 
plunged helplessly into war as 
were the German people and 
the Italians and the Japanese. 

“Do not let the Communist 
and Chinese aggression in Ko- 
réa be used as a pretext for

ISCUSSING war and peace one 

evening at Blair House, the 

President said: 

“The human race has been 
striving for peace ever since civil- 
ization started. The United Na- 
tions represents the greatest or- 
ganized attempt in the history of 
men to solve their differences 
‘without war. 


“When two people disagree they 
try to negotiate or go to court for 
settlement. 

“If we can get through this pe- 
riod of the cold war and the dif- 
ficulty with the totalitarian states, 


- 


we will eventually wind up with 


a world organization where we 
can settle things by negotiations 
or in the courts instead of with 
bayonets, 

“The proposition is really sim- 
‘ple. Take what happens in this 
country. We have a federal un- 
ion of forty-eight states. Yet dis- 
putes may exist today between in- 
dividual states of the union no 
matter how strong federal sover- 
eignty is. One state may sue an- 
other state and go to court. Or 
states may enter into compacts 
with one another apart from their 
legal relations as parts.of the 
United States. 

“Take, for instance, the dispute 
that existed between Colorado and 
Kansas over the Arkansas river. 
If these states had been free and 
independent countries with no 
way of going to court or reaching 
a compact within the framework 
of the federal union, they would 
have gone to war. 


“But Colorado and Kansas, 
with the consent of the United 
States Congress, agreed to settle 
their differences by a compact in 
1949. Article One of this compact 
stated that its purpose was to 
‘settle existing disputes and re- 
move causes of future controversy 
between the states of Colorado 
and Kansas, and between citizens 
of one and citizens of the other 
state, concerning the waters of 
the Arkansas river and their con- 
trol, conservation and utilization 
for irrigation and other beneficial 
purposes.’ 

“Recently I signed an act of 
Congress granting authority to 
Louisiana and Texas to make a 
compact providing for an equit- 
able apportionment of the waters 
of the Sabine river. 

“These compacts in no way 
weaken the sovereignty of the 
federal union nor the sovereignty 
which the Constitution safeguards 
for the individual states. 

“It took eighty years to imple- 
ment the government of the 
United States so that it would 
work: 

“The aim of the United Nations 
is to substitute peaceful negotia- 
tions for war. We must make the 
United Nations grow in legal and 
moral strength as an instrument 
of world peace and order, remem- 
bering our experience and diffi- 
culties and growth as a federal 


union.”

It. is a story of fear, brutality 
and desperation.

They told Gen. Milburn’s inter- 
rogators that going back to the 
Communists meant death. Most 
of the Chinese, staff officers said, 
were former Nationalist soldiers 
who had defected Ao the Commu- 
nists in China’s civil war and had 
later surrendered in Korea. Many 
believed their families had al- 
ready-been liquidated. 


Some had received mail from 
home telling of persecution. Some 
had their own letters returned 
marked “Addressee Unknown.” 


For 96,000 North Korean cap- 
tives the decision was not as clear 
cut. But 55 per cent—53,900— 
declared they would “forcibly re- 
sist” repatriation to North Korea. 


Harsh Life Under Reds. 


The North Koreans, U.N. offi- 
cers said, reacted against the 
harshness of life under Commu- 
nism. Some chose permanent exile 
from their homes because they 
would still be living in Korea. 
Many, elected to remain because 
they wanted to fight no more. 


These are the facts brought 
out during the three-day screen- 
ing which began on April 8 on 
the prgoner island of Koje, Korean

“Point Four takes its name 
from the fourth position on rec- 
ommendations to the Congress in 
my inaugural address in 1949. 
Point Four is not intended to be 
a wholesale give-away plan. 

“Briefly stated, Point Four is 
a proposition to take over the 
gap that is left by the failure of 
colonialism, only it is different 
from colonialism in that its ob- 
jective is to help people to help 
themselves, with the theory that 
prosperity of all parts of the 
world means the prosperity of the 
whole world. 


“We have got to see that the 
people who occupy the highly 
congested and populated coun- 
tries have at least something to 
eat. And that is not. beyond the 
bounds of possibility. For in- 
stance, in Ethiopia there is an 
area of 65,000 square miles where 
the soil is as rich as the black 
soil of northern Illinois, Iowa 
and Missouri. This soil is capable 
of supporting and feeding 100 
million people. This doesn’t mean 
‘that the 100 million would actu- 
ally have to live there, but it 
would provide towards support- 
ing 100 million ‘people elsewhere. 

“There are vast areas in other 
parts of Africa that can be turned 
into agricultural lands. And in a 
number of regions in South 
America there are similar oppor- 
tunities for expansion for world’s 
food supply. 

“What we want to do under 
Point Four is to help develop 
these resources for the benefit 
of the people who own them. 

/“Unless we can do these things, 
we will never have world peace. 

“The more people produce and 
earn around the world, the more 
we would benefit from it, as they 
would benefit. It would provide 
a new market for our huge indus- 
trial capacity and an outlet for 
American capital.

Public Service Blues 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Remember the foxy Fitzgeralds? 
They’re back again—for another hand- 
out. (No apologies to P.S. Co.’s Pete.) 

The maddening note in the ever-recur- 
ring Public Service Co. blues is that 
they are insisting upon 6 per cent on 
something over six times the capital 
they have invested. 

The company’s valuation for rate- 
making purposes—the sum upon which 
fares are based and dividend returns 
computed—is $29,000,000. The Fitzger- 
alds’ National City Lines owns 40 per 
cént of the company, or approximately 
$12,000,000 of the valuation. They paid 
$1,800,000 for it. 

The projected 2-cent charge for the 
second transfer is especially absurd, in 
view of service limitations. Try and go 
from the Post-Dispatch building, right 
in the heart of things, to Twelfth and 
Chouteau to pick up the Manchester 
line. Two transfers are needed—the 
Twelfth street shuttle to Twelfth and 
Market; Gravois bus to Twelfth -and 
Chouteau, then the Manchester. There’s 
no other way to go—right in the center 
of the city. 

.The mass transportation business has 
social aspects. The company is given a 
monopoly, its rights-of-way are fur- 
nished and maintained by the taxpay- 
ers, traffic police assist in the conduct 
of its business. It is helped in a dozen 
ways. In return, it is trying to balkan- 
ize the area and further the decay of 
downtown St. Louis. PHOOEY.

There is much for various camps in both 
major parties to talk about in the train of the 
Ohio and Florida primaries. Nothing was set- 
tled either for or against any major contender 
for a presidential nomination, but the latest day 
of polling undoubtedly will influence. the race- 
course leading to the oncoming conventions. 

Senator Taft hails the success of most if not 
all of his candidates for G.O.P. delegate posts 
as “a landslide victory over Eisenhower and 
Stassen” and says that he is “now far in front.” 
Since the Associated Press count of delegates 
had stood at Eisenhower, 284, and Taft, 281, the 
Ohio Senator now enjoys a currently comfortable 
lead with pledged total of some 330. This is 
slightly more than half the 603 votes needed 
to nominate. 

But this was in Senator Taft’s home state, with 
Gen. Eisenhower not in the race and standing 
to benefit only as former Gov. Stassen could 
appeal to the voters to allow him to share dele- 
gates with the General at the convention. The 
prospect all along was that Mr. Republican would 
do very well in the state which has three times 
elected him a Senator. There was no provision 
for write-ins; indeed, there was no presidential 


preference poll as such, 


Even so it puts Senator Taft out in front again 
and the Eisenhower forces will now redouble 
their efforts to recover the lead which had be- 
gun to mean much to them. With other Republi- 
can delegate machinery at work this week in 
Missouri, Maryland and Nevada, the Taft lead 
could quickly be reduced. 

A result of possibly greater Jong run interest 
is that in Florida. Senator Russell of Georgia 
made it the first major test of his candidacy for 
the Democratic nomination. He had the support 
of Gov. Fuller Warren and of Senators Smathers 
and Holland. The prospect was for a sizable 
Russell victory. Yet he has won by a relatively 
narrow margin—some 50,000 votes in a total 
that may reach 600,000. 

It was a Border State Southerner challenging 
a Deep South Southerner in the geographically 
most Southern state of all. For Senator Kefau- 
ver to do so well under the circumstances is to 
score an upset hig Re at least over the 
Russell bid. Since there will be another pri- 
mary May 27 to elect Florida’s delegates, the 
energetic Tennessean—and his family—may be 
expected to work even harder now. He is still 
the man Democratic managers will have to beat 
if they name their nominee. 

Two Ohio nominations are of outstanding in- 
terest. The apparent victory of Charles P. Taft 
on the Republican ticket assures that an able 
man of highest integrity will oppose Democratic 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche, who gave comfort to 
Brother Robert Taft’s senatorial campaign two 
years ago. On the Democratic side, former 
Price Stabilizer Michael DiSalle has won the 
right to take on arch-conservative Senator John 
W. Bricker. Already the prospect is for a lot-of 
ballot scratching in the Buckeye State come 
November. ’

Progress for Mine Safety 

There is one respect in which it looks as if 
the present segsion of Congress will be an im- 
provement over its’ predecessors. This is in the 
handling of coal mine safety legislation. 

As reported from Washington, legislation to 
give federal inspectors the authority to close un- 
safe mines has been virtually agreed on in the 
House committee. The prospect is for action 
quite soon. 

Passage in both branches of legislation with 
teeth cannot come too quickly. What if some 
operators have said they want no new legisla- 
tion? The memories of Centralia and West 
Frankfort horrors are too grim to permit selfish- 
ness to prevail aver concern for the lives of the 
men who produce the nation’s coal. 

No one can guarantee that tomorrow some 
other mine may not become a vast tomb—all 
because federal inspectors did not have the 
power to close a pit they knew to be too hazard- 


ous for work.

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Why Are Trouts So Hard to Catch? 


We have always been stanch believers in 
scientific research. It has been one of man’s 
very strongest weapons against poverty, disease 
and all the other barriers he must overcome to 
lead the good life on this rather niggardly earth. 
Yet sometimes we cannot help feeling that a lot 
of effort is being wasted on highly dubious 
projects when more urgent work ought to be 
taken in hand. For example, will not a scientist 
or two find out why it is so hard to catch 
trouts? 

There are days on the Current, the Roaring 
River and Paydown Creek when the Missouri 
legal limit of six seems a mean joke to the 
angler who works hours without catching so 
much as one fish. Or maybe it’s all for the best. 
Maybe we could not continue to respect the 


trout as the canniest of all game fish if he were . 


hot so elusive. 

If trouts were caught as quick as flies could 
be cast on the waters, there probably would be 
no time for admiring the wild flowers, the trees 
and the bluffs along the swift-running Ozark 
sireams, There’ might be no time for watching 
the clear waters boil white over the rocks and 
turn blue in the deep holes. 

Also there would be littia occasion for getting 
pPieasure just out of the action of a fine rod in 
the hand. And certainly there would be no in- 
centive for tying the thousands of lures which 
anglers are always devising in the hope of im- 
provising one which will be really. irresistible. 


There might even be no time for taking Izaak - 


Walton’s advice to keep at least one eye open 
for the pretty milkmaids of the countryside. 

Also, if it became more common, what would 
happen to the thrill which comes when a trout 
finally does strike the hook, when he leaps high 
out of the water and races in every direction and 
employs every wile to snap the leader before 
being brought, finally, into the net? : 

Maybe we are not so eager for that research 
project, after all.

Not only is the United States the most gener- 


ours contributor to the United Nations Technical 


Assistance Board, but it spends 10 times as 
much. on its own assistance programs. in the 
more backward parts of the world. It was made 
pretty clear at the Geneva U.N.T.A. meeting, 
however, that the United States does not accom- 
plish nearly so much with its money as does the 
United Nations. ey . : 

Two reaSons were given why this is so. For 
one, the U.N. can set ‘much more rigorous con 
ditions for its help. Governments are willing to 
take U.N. orders because they can do so without 
loss of face. To take orders from the United 
States, on the other hand; would be “bowing to 
American dictatorship,” and politicians do not 
want to give their opponents a chance to make 
that charge. 


The second reason is that the United States 
puts too much stress on American know-how. By 
way of example, a New York Times cable from 
Geneva reports that Korean fiscal officers are 
being trained in the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York, which operates on a scale beyond any- 
thing that can be envisioned in connection with 
Korea’s rehabilitation. These men could be bet- 
ter trained in the central banks of India and 
Siam where they would learn to deal with prob- 


‘lems more like those they are bound to en- 


counter. 


Much American know-how, of course, can be 
exported, But. we need to exercise a little more 
imagination in trying to adapt the methods of 
the world’s most highly industrialized nation to 
some of the world’s most primitive peoples. Also 
we should ask ourselves more frequently whether 
we cannot get more good for our money through 
the U.N. Even if all other things are equal, there 
is something to be said just for demonstrat- 
ing our support of the United Nations in such 
a practical way. 
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Appeal to the Oil Strikers 

The Wage Stabilization Board has appealed 
to the oil workers to call off their strike and 
resume negotiations. If the oil workers heed 
the lesson of the steel dispute they will comply 
with the request. 

Because a national emergency exists, the Gov- 
ernment is an interested party in the oil dispute 
as it is in steel. As such it is bound to act to 
prevent a serious oil shortage in one way or 
another. If the strike cuts deeply into oil 
stocks for defense and other essential purposes, 
the oil workers can expect invocation of the 
Taft-Hartley Act, or seizure, or some other Gov- 
ernment action to end their strike. 

The WSB appeal offers the unions a chance 
to do voluntarily what they would sooner or 
later have to do under compulsion. Given the 
fact that oil is as vital to the defense program 
as steel, the strikers may as well face now the 
fact that their freedom to tie up production is 
limited. 
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No Good From Bad Housing 


Opponents of public housing sometimes pre- 
tend that it costs a city tax dollars. This is not 
true, and the claim has been disproved again 
by the Chicago Housing Authority. 


The authority reviewed taxes billed to prop- 
erty owners in two slum areas. It found that 
low-income families eligible for public housing 
contributed an average of only $19 a year to- 
ward local taxes. If these families had actually 
been living in public housing projects, their 
contributions to city revenue would have been 
about $40, 

Low-rent public housing projects are ggnerally 
tax-exempt, which gives rise to the argument 
that they hurt a city treasury. But the projects 
do make payments in place of taxes of up to 
10 per cent of shelter rents as their share of the 
cost of city services. These payments in lieu 
of taxes can easily exceed taxes actually charged 
to slum dwellers. 


By this time it should be plain enough that 


good housing produces more benefit for a city 
than bad housing. -_

One phase of the modest improvement pro- 
gram under way in the Jefferson National Me- 
morial area on the riverfront will be completed 
Saturday with the dedication of new recreational 
facilities, Five new softball and two new base- 
ball diamonds will be opened.’ 

The second phase, creation of a touch of beau- 
ty to match the graceful arches of Eads bridge, 
involves development of three garden areas. 
One, a sunken garden.east of the Old Court- 
house, has been completed. Two others, one east 
and one south of the Old Cathedral, are under 
construction. 

Compared with future plans for development 
of the area, these improvements are indeed far 
from overpowering. Yet they serve as a reminder 
that some day, when threats of war and atom 
bursts have gone, the riverfront will come alive 
And what a dedication that should be!

State Department got its fingers burned in acting to keep Tunisian 
dispute from going before U.N. Security Council; effect was a veto 
of Tunisians’ right of petition; writer asks how United States 
can afford to tamper with basic principles it has stood for?

The State Department certainly got its 
fingers burned—and rightly—in acting to 
keep the Tunisian dispute from going be- 
fore the United Nations Security Council. 

The American policy makers thought 
they had to yield principle for expediency 
and they have run into a disciplinary 
hornets’ nest of public criticism, The 
American people 
have shown that they 
do not like to see 
the U.N, shunted 
aside by the United 
States any more than 
by the Soviet Union 
—and that is all to 
the good, 

It also shows that 
the State Depart- 
ment cannot ask the 
nation to support 
a democratic foreign 
policy and then ex- 
pect the nation to : 
look the other way David Bruce 
when it decides that 
it is momentarily opportune to dump the 
principles of a democratic foreign policy. 
And that also is all to the good. 

Here igs what happened: 

The nationalist leaders of the ple of 
French-controlled Tunisia have been de- 
manding. that the French Government give 
their country greater independence. 

They wanted the United Nations Security 
Council to hear their plea. 

Largely through American insistence 


‘and very properly, too—the San Francisco 


Conference narrowly averted having Mos- 
cow fasten the veto even on deciding 
whether disputes could be brought before 
the Security Council. The United States 
took the position that people the world 
over should have the right ‘of petition 
to the U.N. 

It finally was determined that a 7 
cedural vote of 7 out of any 11 members 
of the Security Council would be sufficient 
to put any dispute on the agenda for 
hearing. . 

The American delegate to the Security 
Council, on orders from Washington, abe 
stained from voting on the Tunisian peti- 
tion for a hearing, and thereby kept the 
Tunisian petitioners from getting the nec- 
essary seven votes which would have per- 
mitted them to come to Lake Success and 
present their case. 

There are, of course, honest and argu- 
able reasons why the State Department took 
the position it did, It did not want— 
thease top department officials were di- 
vided and it is probable that the new 
Under Secretary David Bruce, recently 
Ambassador to France, dominated the deci- 
sion—to offend its good and valuable ally, 
France. ¥ 

It did not want to do anything to weake 
the Pinay Government at the very time it 
appeared to be lead France to financial 
stability and to a defensive alliance with

Germany. It did not want to risk an upset 
which might open the way for Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle to come to power. 

The advocates of these arguments also 
contended that if the U.N, didn’t “rock 
the boat,” France would come through with 
promised reforms for the Tunisians. 

These are manifestly honest and argu- 
able defenses for the State Department's 
position, but it has to be questioned 
whether they are adequate reasons. In 
the first place, they are all “iffy” reasons— 
if the United States voted to hear Tunis 
in the U.N. this or the other thing would 
happen to the French Government. It can 
be argued just as persuasively that none of 
these things would happen. 

Can we afford to tamper with our basic 
principles—like the right of petition—for 
the sake of momentary expediency which 
may well be a very misguided expediency 
anyWay? The United States has to take its 
allies the way it finds them and haven't 
our allies got to take the United States 
the way it is, including America’s historic 
opposition to nineteenth century colo- 
nialism? 

The right of petition to the Security 
Council was about the only area of U.N. 
action which the United States secured 
against the veto at San Francisco. And 
now, in one instance, the United States 
has put itself before the world and before 

ples the world over as denying 
the right of petition through abstention. 

When the Security Council voting form- 
ula emerged from Yalta, the veto was. 
applicable to every single substantive ac- 

on which the council might be called 

upon to take. It wasn't limited to the pos- 
sible decision to apply force against an 
aggressor nation. The Security Council 
was not to be allowed to investigate a 
dispute or to make even pacific recom- 
mendations for a settlement of a dispute 
one of the Big Five objected, 

But when the nations finally got to 
drafting the charter at San Francisco, we 
found thet it was also Moscow's intention 
that the veto was to be so all-including 
that it could be applied even to prevent a

ere was the point at which the small 
countries stood up in revolt and the United 
States joined in. persuading Russia, with 
reat difficulty, that the veto should not 
ee allowed to deny the “right of petition.” 
In the first test case the Soviet Union 
wanted to prevent Iran from being heard 
at Lake Success, It was outvoted. 

Now the United States has connived at 
achieving the effect of a veto-—-temporarily 
at least—against the Tunisians’ right of 
petition. 

At a time when some are passing reso- 
lutions hostile to the United Nations, it 
is encouraging that there is such a loud 
and widespread public criticism at the 
State Department for short-circuiting the 
U.N. The State Department will learn.

THE DAY OF THE PEACOCK, by Elizabeth Soatwright 

Coker. (E, P. Dutton & Co., 320 pgs., $3.) 

The Peacock that had its day in the Cam 
olinas was not a strutting bird but a spin- 
ning mill whose owner had a right to strut 
because of the success that he had won, 
but was humble and at times contrite be- 
cause his enterprising ascent had hastened 
the fall of his father and competitor who 
clung to old ways. 


In the days after the Civil War, Col. 
Royal Bruton of South Carolina, confronted 
by the loss of the family fortune, traded. a _ 
few bales of cotton for looms that he had 
learned to operate when a prisoner in New 
England and in time was master of a spin- 
ning mill. His neighbor, Lige Shamrock, 
went in for tobacco. Both prospered side 
by side in the new ways of work and life 

until the union or- 
ganizers came and 
made their demands 
upon the master of 
the spinning mill. 
Royal Bruton was 
a hard and stubborn 
man. There was a 
falling out between 
him and his son, Jay, 
whose ways were dif- 
ferent. Jay married 
the granddaughter of 
Lige Shamrock and 
with her money built 
wilh be cad ie 
Elizabeth Coker which he ca e 
beth C Peacock, the most 
modern in the new South. With a wisdom 
greater than his father’s he maintained 
good relations with his workers and pros- 
pered, while his father. proudly and bitter- 
ly resisting the workers, came upon evil 
times. . : 

“The Day of the Peacock” is the story of 
the struggle between these two strong 
men, between the old way and the new, 
against a background of rising union 
strength. marked by violence, with con- 
flicts and passions in the lives of the twa 
men apart from their industrial warfare. 

In her dealing with the men and women 
of the industrial conflict and the Commu- 
nistic fringe, Mrs. Coker is not so happy 
as in her portrayal of the old plantation 
families in the transition to the industrial 
economy. These latter she knows because 
she was born among them and now lives 
at Hartsville. S.C., but in the case of the 
unionists and Communists and their activi- 
ties it is more like objective reporting than 
an entering into their lives.

Wyndham Lewis, long a stormy petre! of 
British art and literature, is now, ironically 
enough, undergoing something of a revival 
in England after having passed through 
the two extremes of stnsation and neglect. 
Now in his sixty-seventh year, he has in his 
time flayed his country with as bitter a 
lash as any satirist now living. He has too 
often tended to ride off in the wrong direc- 
tion, but two of his early novels, “Tarr” 
and “The Childermass,” are almost certain- 
ly destined to outlive him. 


Ours is, of course, an age tailored for 
the satirist. Look around you and try to 
imagine how our words and deeds would 
look to a. visitor from Mars. In “Rotting 
Hil)” Mr. Lewis has turned his corrosive

Mr. Lewis presents his views in a series 
of stories that add up to a ym fictional 
picture of England midway in the twentieth 
century.

“If we exist, shabby, ill-fed, loaded 
with debt (taxed more than any other men 
at any time have ever been), let us recog- 
nize that the sole explanation of this is our 
collective stupidity.’ 

All of the characters in these tales are 
put through hoops of the author's own 
devising.

These pages crackle with language used 
like a whip. Whether you agree with 
Lewis or not, you know you are in the

DRMARIA MONTESSORI 
DIES: CHILD EDUCATOR 


First Italian Woman to Grad- 
uate in Medicine From Rome 
University. 


NOORDWIJK, The Netherlands, 
May 7 (AP)—Dr. Maria Montes- 
sori, founder of the world-famous 
Montessori system of child educa- 
tion, died here yesterday after a 
cerebral hemorrhage. She was 81 
years old. 


She was born at Chiaravalle, | 
Italy, on Aug. 13, 1870, and be- | 
came the first Italian woman to) 
be graduated in medicine from 
Rome University, in 1894. Though 
she distinguished herself in that 
profession as well as in the field 
of women’s political and social 
rights, she did not achieve world 
fame until she turned in 1906 to 
the study of child education. 


Named to set up a kindergarten 
in the poorer section of Rome, 
she began her work with defective 
children in the 3-to-6 age group. 
Results were so rom gO 
children under her tutelage passe 
state examinations in reading and 
writing for normal children—that 
She next devoted her efforts to 
normal groups.

The 720 delegates from some 
25 countries passed resolutions 
calling for elimination of racial 
discrimination and censuring the 
unofficial Methodist Federation 
for Social Action, which many 
churchmen labeled left-wing. 
They agreed that Negro churches 
might join white jurisdictions if 
all parties consented. 

To run church agencies until 
the quadrennial conference of 
1956, delegstes voted a record 
general budget of $11,000,000 for 
each of the next four years. 

Some of the sharpest debate 
came in the final hours. Urging 
the conference to throw out the 
no smoking pledge, the Rev. Dr.

There is every indication, ac- 
eording to reliable information 
received from forest rangers, rural 
mail carriers, conservation agents 
and farmers, that this year’s squir- 
rel crop will be a big improve- 
ment over the preceding year. 
Last year’s nut and acorn crop 
Was abundant, the carry-over of 


squirrels was favorable, and, when 
the season opens, May 30, most 
of the young bushytails will be of 
a size suitable for the frying pan. 

Well over two million squirrels 
are taken by Missouri hunters 
each year and about 60 per cent 
of these are fox and 4@ per cent 
are greys. Grey squirrels are 
more active, both earlier and later 
in the day, than fox Squirrels, but 
fox squirrels are more active in 
. the midday hours. The greys 
will be streaking across the big 
limbs at the crack of dawn, even 
before the gun sights are visible, 
and having fed and watered, will 
return to their den trees or leafy 
nests for an all-day siesta, but in 
the late afternoon they will again 
stir and often remain away from 
their ‘den homes until semidark- 
ness overtakes them.

Reason for Opposition. 


The Soviet promise and the | 


suspicion about western aims are 
believed to be partly responsible 
for opposition in West Germany 
to conclusion of the “peace con- 
tracts” and of the European De- 
fense Community treaty. 

The French, in opposing the 
American suggestion, expressed 
the fear that it would defeat its 
aim by making the West Ger- 
mans still more reluctant to com- 
plete the “peace contracts” and 
EDC treaty until the four-power 
conference definitely proved the 
Soviet promise to be unfounded. 

The compromise, in effect, post- 
pones any four-power conference 
and gives the Western powers 
more time to bring pressure on 
West Germany to sign the “peace 
contracts” and the ZDC treaty in 
the immediate future. 

Nevertheless, once the Western 
note ‘is published, it is still pos- 
sible that West Germany will pre- 
fer to await the outcome of a 
possible four-power conference. 
One argument advanced in West 
Germany is that its integration 
into the Western defense system 
would prejudice and make more 
difficult a four-power agreement 
to reunite the two divided parts 
of Germany. 

May Take Few Months. 

The Western procedure for a 
four-power conference, it was ob- 
served here, may involve several 
months and will not necessarily 
lead to a meeting of the high com- 
missioners. 

Before an electoral commission | 
is created, the four powers must | 
_agree on its composition and the 
|scope of its work. The Western 
powers, it is understood, will 
again express a preference for a 
United Nations commission but 
will leave the way open for a 
commission drawn from the four | 
occupying powers, as suggested | 
by the Russians.

Nobody blames the baby for creeping backward when he 
is trying to creep forward. Nobody says he ought to do better. 
Yet when he is a bigger boy, Say around 6 or 7 years old, 
if he reads backward, or writes backward, there is generally 
quite a hue and cry.

NOBODY WORRIES TOO MUCH, either, if the baby 
doesn’t creep right at the same age as the neighbor’s baby.’ 
“No, he isn’t creeping yet, but I imagine that he will before 
long,”. many a mother will say, with perfect calmness. 

But this same mother, six years later, will worry and 
fret. “I don’t know what we're going to do with that child. 
He's 7 years old and he can’t read yet. A child of his age 
certainly ought to be able to read.” 

If we could be as patient with the long, slow and often 
clumsy development of all behaviors as we are with the de- 
velopment of creeping, life would be much simpler for our 
children.

HERE ARE JUST A FEW of the lessons which can be 
learned from a careful and thoughtful observation of the little 
baby’s struggles in the first year of life as he develops to the 
point where he can creep, and finally walk, by himself: 

1. Every, behavior develops through a long and complex 
series of stages before it reaches the goal which we adults 
have in mind. We cannot appreciably hurry this development. 

2. In many behaviors the ‘child does the thing backward 
before he does it the way we consider proper. This is per- 
fectly normal. 

3. It is no more reasonabie to say that a child “ought to 
be able” to learn to read, say when he is six, than to say 
that he “ought to be able” to creép at 40 weeks. On the av- 
erage, the babies whom we have observed do creep at 40 
weeks, but many do so earlier or later. So with reading. The 
average child may be able to learn to read at six, but many 
normally will be younger or older when they attain this ability. 
We cannot say, though people often ask at what age a child 
“ought” to be able to read or to do other things. We can 
only say when the average child does them. 

And so, if you watch your baby as he lies on the floor and 
struggles to move about, you can, right in that simple situation, 
learn many of the basic things a parent needs to know.

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Grass-Roots Civic Lesson in Kirkwood 


High School Students Filled City Offices for a Day After Holding True-to- 


By Clarissa Start 


HE mayor of the City of 

Kirkwood came in, followed 

by the city clerk, the city 
attorney, 
Shortly thereafter, the other 
mayor of the City of Kirkwood 
came in, with the other city clerk, 
city attorney, and councilmen. 
When the meeting got under way, 
both sets of officials were there, 
the ones elected by the citizens 
of Kirkwood and the teen-age 
ones from Kirkwood High School 
who had been “elected” to posts 
corresponding to those in the city 
governing body. 

Key man behind this experi- 
ment was C. H. Lindemeyer, in- 
structor of government and soci- 
ology at Kirkwood High, who 
believes in teaching civics at the 
grass-roots level. In an exact 
duplication of election procedure 
as practiced in their. own com- 
munity, students had ‘registered, 
signed petitions, elected a Board 
of Election Commissioners, sworn 
in judges and clerks, held a pri- 
mary, a general election, signed 
oaths of office and expense ac- 
counts. As proof of its effective- 
ness, Kaye Wilkins, the young 
man who was elected mayor, 
terms it “one of the most educa- 
tidnal experiences I’ve ever had.” 


Kaye, along with the other suc- 
cessful candidates, spent a day 
with his adult counterpart, ob- 
serving just what duties he per- 
forms, and problems he encount- 
ers, and tomorrow will report 
what he learned at a school-wide 
assembly. 

“We've been fortunate in hav- 
ing much co-operation from our 
City Council,” teacher Lindemey- 
er says. “They’ve taken time out 
to explain procedures and spent 
an entire day showing them how 
they work. 

“If there’s anything unusual in 
this experiment,” he adds, “‘it 
lies in the fact that we're at- 
tempting to duplicate as nearly 
as we can an actual election.” 


Dates for the high school pro- 
gram coincided with the dates of 
the city events. In late Decem- 
ber, students in the government 
class—who planned the schedule 
in which all students participated 
—elected 10 of their number to 
gerve as a Board of Election Com- 
missioners. The board visited the 
County Board of Election Com- 
missioners and secured copies of 
registration blanks which were 
modified to suit the school but 
retained some of the character- 
istic features, such as requiring 
the maiden name of the mother 
of each registrant. 

At an assembly on Feb. 11, 
members of the board explained 
registration and how candidates 
could file for cffice. Registration 
was held on Feb. 13 and 14 be- 
fore and after school hours, with 
each class divided alphabetically, 
A-K and L-Z, into two precincts. 
As in other elections, a smaller 
percentage of the group—60.3 per 
cent—registered than they had 
hoped would do so.

Notes on Buying Wallpaper. 
UR sad example for today is 
QC) tne individual who went out 
and bought several rolls of 
wallpaper all of the same pattern 
and design, had them hung and 
then noticed that some of the 
strips of paper were a slightly 
different shade than the rest. This 
makes a very interesting story. 
Anyone who has tried to du- 
plicate a certain color in paint 
knows that it is just about .im- 
possible to get the exact same 
shade: This also happens when 
the wallpaper people set out to 
mix up another batch of color for 
additional printing of a particular 
design. 


Because they know that there 
might be a slight difference in 
shades between two otherwise 
identical rolls of paper, they print 
a number on the paper to indicate 
what “run,” or mix, if you prefer, 
was used to print that particular 
roll. You'll find this number in 
most cases right on the paper 
border. Now as long as you pur- 
chase rolls with matching num- 


bers you are sure that they are 
all identical but if one run num- 
ber is different from the rest, ask 
the clerk to take it back and give 
you one having the same number 
as those you've got. 

The fact that there may be a 
slight difference between shades 
also makes it important for you 
to be sure you have ordered suf- 
ficient paper for the entire room. 
If you find out you need an extra 
length or so when the job is fin- 
ished your dealer may easily be 
out of the particular “run” and 
you'll have to take whatever you 
can get.

NO DOUBT those who saw
